Splendid Sermons by Rev. T. N. Comp­ 
ton— Pastor and Church 
Making 
United Effort— Immediate Re­ 
sult. 
The congregation at the morning 
service Sunday filled the auditorium 
and about two thirds oi the Sunday 
school room. 
In addition to several 
beautiful numbers by the choir the 
quartette 
heretofore 
mentioned 
in 
the Eagle again sang "Rock of Ages,' 
with thrilling, soul-stirring effect. 
In a few words Pastor Butler intro­ 
duced Evangelist Compton, of Owens­ 
boro, Ky., who will assist Dr. Butler 
in the services during this week and 
next. 
Dr. Compton stands about six 
feet four or five inches in height ami 
is well proportioned. 
He is a man ol 
commanding presence, his whole phy­ 
sique showing lines of strength. 
Without preliminary remarks Dr. 
Compton read the first eleven Verses 
of the twelfth chapter of Hebrews, re ­ 
lating to the sufferings of the church 
at Jerusalem. 
After a beautiful solo 
by Mrs. J. Webb Howell, the text was 
read in the 15, 16, 17, and 19 verses 
of the fourth chapter of first Peter. 
"But let none of 2you suffer as a mur­ 
derer, or as a thief or as tin evil doer, 
or as a busybody in other men’s mat 
ters. 
Yet 
if any 
man 
suffer as 
a 
christian, let him not be ashamed. 
For tile t im e is come that judgment 
must 
begin at the house of God; 
and if it first begin at us. what shall 
the end be of them that obey not the 
gospel of God? 
Wherefore let them 
that suffer according to the will of 
God commit the keepng of their souls 
to him in well doing, as unto a faith­ 
ful creator.” 
The subject of the initial sermon 
was "The Uses of Suffering.” 
All suf­ 
fering is either fcy the permission or 
bv the direction of God and is neces* 


I sary in the order of things. Of course 


I an omnipotent God could annihiliate 
i the devil and obliterate suffering, but 
bv so doing he would destroy the free­ 
dom of his creatures. 
We can only 
know' things by comparison or con­ 
trast; joy and sorrow, pleasure and 
pain, are correlated ideas. 
The one 
cannot 
exist 
without 
the 
other. 
A long string of scripture passages 
were quoted to show that suffering 
and salvation are coupled together 
throughout the word of God. 
Exam­ 
ples of patriarchs, prophets, apostles 
and martyrs were cited, all of whom 
wrere great sufferers. 
Then in graphic 
realistic language Dr. Gompton paint­ 
ed a picture of the coliseum at Rome 
and every 
word 
was vibrant 
with 
pathos while he described his emo­ 
tions when he stood amid its ruins 
on the very spot where sixty-thous­ 
and martyrs had met death in all its 
horrible forms as a testimony of their 
aith in .Jesus. 
But me greatest of 
all sufferers was Jesus . 
The awful 
Tragedy of the Cross was In imagina­ 
tion re acted while woipen sobbed and 
strong men wept. 
In conclusion, Dr. 
Compton insisted on the need of ev­ 
ery christian heart 
being willingly 
and lovingly submissive to the will 
of God, and asked all who could say 
or would pray to he able to sa y :“Thy 
w ill-be done,” to come and give him 
their hand. 
Very »ew' failed to re­ 
spond to the Invitation. 
In response to another proposition 
about half a dozen persons asked for 
prayers of the church. 
In the afternoon there was a special 
service for the young people, which 
was well attended and was an occa­ 
sion of much Interest. 
At the evening service the church 
v as full to the doors. 
The boarding 
students of Allen Academy attended* 
in a body. 
The special musical feat­ 
ure was a solo by Mr. J. D. Canter.

read 
the

verses of the seventeenth chapter of 
Acts, including 
the 
sermon 
of

on Mars hill. 
The text was, “Now 
God eommandeth all men everywhere 
to repent.” 
The 
nature 
of 
repent- 
an< e was briefly discussed, and its 
relation to faith. 
It is not penance, 
nor is it simply a reformation of the 
conduct. 
It includes a consciousness 
of sin against God and realization of 
the exceeding sinfulness of sin. 
This 
consciousness is necessarily followed 
by the most poingnant sorrow and a 
determination to turn away from that 
which is offensive to God. 
It was a 
doctrinal 
discourse. 
abounding

strong points, 
fortified 
with

liens from scripture.
